Two bank robbers, carrying 
$4600 loot from an Indiana bank 


robbed six hours before, were shot 
to death by Charles Bradley, 8t. 
Louis County Deputy Constable, on 
St. Charles road at 3:10 p. m. yes- 
terday. 

Bradley fired on the two robbers 
after one of them had shot his fel- 
lew Deputy, Arthur Lazear, who 
was taking them to Clayton fol- 
lowing their arrest for speeding. 
Lazear was wounded in the left 
forearm after a desperate strug- 
gle on an automobile seat with the 
armed pair, who tried to kill him. 

One of the robbers was killed 
outright, the other died shortly be- 
fore 6 p. m. in St. Loulg County 
Hospital. The one who died in the 
hospital was identified by finger 
prints, checked at St. Louis police 
headquarters, as Jack Butler, who 
was sent to te Missouri penitentiary 
from Kansas City in September, 
1930, and who was released on «a 
conditional commutation by Gov. 
Caulfield, last August. 

The other body, unidenitfied, is 
at the Baumann undertaking es- 
tablishment in Overland.

LEAGUE BODY 
INDICTS JAPAN 
ON ITS COURSE 


IN MANCHURIA 


Sub-Group of Committee 


of Nineteen Completes 
Report That Adopts Ten 
Main Points of Lytton 
Commission’s Findings. 


LEAGUE ASSEMBLY 
WILL MEET FEB. 21 


Government Saurces in To- 
kio Quoted as Saying 
Japan Will Maintain Sta- 
tus of Manchukuo Re- 
gardiess of Consequences 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 11.—A draft re 
port indicting Japan for its Man- 
churian policy was completed by @ 
sub-committee today and will be 
considered Monday by the commit- 
tee of nineteen of the League of 
Nations Assembly. 

The historical section of the re- 
port accepts the first eight chap- 
ters of the report of the Lytton In- 
vestigating Commission. These 
chapters generally recite the events 
which resulted in the Far Eastern 


hostilities. 3 
‘The concluding section of the 
gub-committee’s report embodies 


the ten points set forth in the Lyt- 


_ ton report. 


The subcommittee recommended 


that the disputing parties, China 
_and Japan, ‘enter into negotiations 


for settlement under auspices of a 
special commission of the powers 
in which the United States and 
Russia would be invited to partici- 


pate. 
Against Recognizing Manchukuo 
Another recommendation was 


that all members of the league con- 
tinue to refuse to recognize the 
Government of Manchukuo, which 
was set up with Japanese assist- 
ance to rule Manchuria. 

The sub-committee insisted that 
Manchuria remain under Chinese 
and declared that 
Japan’s military measures after 
Sept. 18, 1931—the date of the first 
clash at Mukden—were not legiti- 
mate self-defense. 

The signatories of the Briand- 
Kellogg pact and the nine-power 
treaty will be invited to subscribe 
to the league assembly’s report. 

A spokesman for one of the great 
Powers remarked that the report 
drawn up by the sub-committee was 
far stronger than anyone had ex- 
pected. 

A plenary session of the Assem- 
bly to consider it probably will be 
held about Feb. 21. 

Lytton Report’s Ten Points. 

The Lytton report declared that 
permanent peace between China 
and Japan necessitated observance 


* of 10 principles. These were: 


1. Compatibility with the inter- 
ests of both China and Japan, 

2. Consideration of the interests 
of Russia. 

3. Conformity with the League 
covenant, the Briand-Kellogg pact 
and the nine-Power treaty. 

4. Recognition of Japan’s inter-, 
ests in Manchuria. 

5. Estahlishment of new treaty 
relations between China and Japan. 


6. Effective provision for set- 
tlement of. future disputes.

003,149,779, a net increase of $279,- 
000 over the total voted by the 
House. The largest item is $966,- 
000,000 for the veterans’ administra- 
tion, of which $945,000,000 is for 
military and veterans’ pensions 
and benefit payments, with the 
balance for the civil service pen- 
sion system. .

all rights, that he will pay all dam- 
ages caused public highways by the 
project. 

In addition, the act states the ex- 
istence a public value,in the rivers 
and in the scenic beauty of the ad- 
jacent lands. 

If in the opinion of the commis- 
sion any project would. impair 
scenic beauty or the public right 
and interest would be adversely af- 
fected, the commission is specific- 
ally directed to reject the applica- 
tion. 

For Hearings on Applications. 

Applicants to the Federal Power 
Commission for permits in Missouri 
are required by the proposed act to 
file a copy of their application with 
the Missouri commission. The Gov- 
ernor is directed to sit with the 
commission in passing on applica- 
tions, and the Governor, Attorney- 
General and the commission are di- 
rected to oppose the granting of 
any permit by the Federal commis- 
sion which in their judgment con- 
flicts with the public interest in the 
State. 

Senator Bales said he was satis- 
fied of the constitutionality of the 
conditions he seeks to impose. 

The United States Supreme Court, 


-}construing ‘the Wisconsin water 


power act, which contains some of 
those conditions or similar ones, 
held that as the state owned the 
rivers it had the right®to impose 
such conditions as it saw fit. The 
court did not elaborate on. this 
finding, and lawyers connected: with 
the Public Service Commissian hold 
that it would not extend to con- 
ditions in a State law which came 
in conflict with the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

It is recognized that the secti 
of the Bales bill making the gran 
ing of a permit conditional on the 
applicant’s agreeing to place his 
project under regulation of the 
Public Service Commission which 
seems important is really vaiue- 
less. Since it gives the commission 
no greater power than it now has 
under the general law. The com- 
mon /ractice of all utilities is: to 
appeal from the commission’s deci- 
sions to the Federal Courts and no 
provision written into a State law 
could deprive them of that right. 

Milton R. Stahl, chairman of the 
‘Public Service Commissijen, today 
expressed the opinion that with 
some amendments the bill could be 
made to protect the State ef- 
fectively from exploitation of its 
remaining water power resources. 

“As it now stands,” Stahl said, 
“the State exercises no control, 
through the Public Service Commis- 
sion or in any way, over the grant- 
ing of these privileges. An appli- 
cant must obtain a certificate of 
convenience and necessity from the 
commission, it is true, but that 
goes only to the financial ability of 
the applicant to carry out his pro- 
ject, its economic feasibility and 
whether there is a market for the 
power to be produced. If he shows 
financial ability and there is a mar- 
ket, the commission has no choice. 
It must issue the certificate. 

“If the Bales bill is passed, the 
commission will have the power to 
refuse a permit regardless of 
whether the promoter is adequate- 
ly financed or whether there is a 
market for his power. In fact, if 
the commission should find that 
the building of a dam would impair 
the scenic beauty it would be its 
duty to deny the application. 

“If the purpose of the bill is to 
prevent further building of hydro- 
electric projects in the State, its 
effectiveness for this purpose would 
depend, of course, on the personne] 
of the Public Service Commission 
at the time of the application for 
a permit. It gives the commission 
a power to grant permits, which it 
does not now have, and places much 
scretion in the commission.” 


GIVEN 42 YEARS TO PAY FINE 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Supreme 
Court Justice Paul Boynge, assert- 
ing “the time is past when we 
should throw men into jail for 
civil debts,” today fined an alimony 
delinquent $515 but gave him 42 
years and 11 months in which to 
pay it. 

The fine represents the arrears 
owed by Jeremiah Fives to his 
wife, Margaret, under a separa- 
tion order. Justice, Boynge, re- 
counting that Fives was 63 years 
old and afflicted with paralysis, 
while his wife was 25 years young- 
er and gainfully employed, told the 
husband he could pay his* arrears 
at the rate of $1 a month. Mrs. 
Fives contended her husband had 
considerable property and operat- 


ed an ash removal business but 
this was denied by the husband.

68 DEAD AND 160 
SERIOUSLY HURT 
SAAR GAS BLAST 


Debris Cleared Away at 
Neunkirchen ‘With Cau- 
tion Due to Danger of 


Further Explosions. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEUNKIRCHEN, SAAR TER- 
RITORY, Germany, Feb. 11.—The 
number of dead from yesterday's 
explosion of a gas tank at the 


Neunkirchen Iron Works slowly |' 


mounted today to 68 and police 
said that total was not likely to 
be greatly exceeded. 

So far as the authorities were 
able to tell, there were no Ameri- 
cans or other foreigners among 
the victims. The police estimated 
that 160 persons had been serious- 
ly injured and more than 300 
slightly hurt. 

Distraught residents of the 
ruined working class section of 
the city near the iron works were 
poking about in the wreckage of 
their homes, looking for remnants 
of their property. There were many 
strange and pathetic sights. One 
woman, after a long search, walked 
away with a rescued kitten; an- 
other salvaged a bird cage. 

Danger Not Yet Over. 

The .works management stated 
that all danger of further explo- 
sions was not yet over. Hence 
the work of clearing away the 
debris was proceeding with great- 
est caution. 

The disabled blast furnaces had 
orders from Russia aggregating 
15,000,000 marks ($3,600,000) which 
cannot now be executed. 

The cause of the blast still is 
undiscovered, one theory being 
that a small quantity of gasoline 
took fire and ignited tar packing 
at the base of the gas tank. . 

Flags were at half-staff through- 
out the Saar Territory and mes- 
sages of condolence were. received 
from President von Hindenburg 
and Chancellor Adolf Hitler. The 
President and the Prussian Gov- 
ernment each contributed 100,000 
marks ($24,000) to a nationwide re- 
lief fund. 

Rich Iron and Coal Region. 

Neunkirchen is in a rich iron and 
coal region, now governed under a 
League of Nations trusteeship and 
which wil go either to Germany or 
France after a plebiscite two years 
hence. Neunkirchen has a popula- 
tion of 40,000. 

The blast was felt more than 100 
miles away in the entire upper 
Rhine Valley from Cologne to the 
Swiss border. In many Rhineland 
cities the people thought an earth- 
quake had shaken the district. 

Hardly a pane of glass remained 
intact in an area within 10 miles of 
the iron works. Three or four 
smaller blasts followed the first 
one and then the gas _ reservoir 
burst into flames. 

The Saarbrueckener Strasse near 
the plant was the scene of the 
greatest destruction. There, in a 
small area, 50 houses were vietuniie 
leveled. 

Women and Children. 

Many women and children weré 
among the injured. Comparatively 
few men were at work at the time 
of the blast because of renovations 
being made in the iron works. 

Among the dead is a leading in- 
dustrialist, Dr. Pupp.

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BANKRUPTCY SUIT 


AGANST NUGENT 
MAY BE DROPPED 


One of Three Creditors 
Who Joined in Action 
Says He Was ‘Totally 
Misinformed.’ 


The bankruptcy suit filed Thurs- 
day against B. Nugent & Bro. Dry 
Goods Co. probably will be with- 


drawn tomorrow, it. was said yes- 
terday by the attorneys who filed 
il. 

Three creditor companies were 
named as plaintiffs in the petition 
filed by Attorneys Jesse Bishop 
and Joseph E. Silverman. One of 
them telegraphed Federal Judge 
Davis it had been “totally misin- 
formed” in permitting its name to 
be used, another filed affidavit 
that it had never authorized use 
of its name, and the president of 
the third said he had changed his 
mind about the need for dank- 
ruptcy action. 

Aside from this phase of the 
litigation there remains an appli- 
cation before Judge Davis _ in 
which he is asked to appoint ancil- 
lary receivers for the store, a unit 
of National Department Stores, 
Inc., for which receivers have been 
appointed in a bankruptcy action 
pending in Delaware. 

Explanation by Attorney. 

Silverman, who represented the 
Summit Coat Co. of New York, 
in the bankruptcy suit against B. 
Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods Ca., 
said the Summit company had 
placed in his hands a claim for 
$1039 against Nugents and that he 
had been authorized by New York 
counsel for the firm to file the 
suit. It was the Summit company 
that told Judge Davis it had been 
misinformed. 

Bishop was attorney for 
Bartfeld Silk Corporation, which 
claimed $97, and for Maury & Co.,

88,000 ACCIDENTAL DEATHS 
IN 1932; LOWEST SINCE 1922 
29,500 


Motor Vehicle Fatalities 
Compared With 33,740 in 
. 1931. 

Accidental deaths in the United 
States in 1932 totaled about 88,000, 
compared with 97,415 in 1931, on the 
basis of figures from the National 


Safety Council, the St. Louis Safety 
Council reported yesterday. The 
estimated accidental death rate last 
year was 70.5 per 100,000 popula- 
tion, the lowest on record since in 
1921 and 1922. 

Motor vehicle deaths included in 
the total, were about 29,500 last 
year, compared with 33,740 in 1931. 
Industrial fatalities were placed at 
15,000 last year and 17,500 in 1931. 
Every state showed a decrease in 
accidental deaths. In St. Louis last 
year, the council said, there were 
440 accidental deaths, as follows: 
Motor vehicles, 151; other public ac- 
cidents, 64; home, 177; industrial, 
43; miscellaneous, five. 

The national council estimates 
there were 8,500,000 non-fatal acci- 
dents last year.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11.—An- 
nouncement of the selection of Ca- 
leb A. Leedy Jr. of Kansas City to 
fill the vacancy on the Missouri Su- 
preme Court caused by the death of 
udge Clarence A. Burney was made 


this morning by Gov. Park. Leedy 
was Campaign manager for the 
Governor and for the late Francis 
M. Wilson, whom Park succeeded 
on the Democratic ticket at Wil- 
son’s death. 

The appointment is a personal 
one by the Governor, who risked 
antagonizing an important element 
in his party in giving the place to 
Kansas City instead of St. Louis. 

The Governor and Leedy have 
been personal friends for ‘many 
years, Leedy having served as court 
stenographer for a time when Park 
was Circuit Judge. 

Leedy is 37 years old and has 
wide court experience, though he 
has been a practicing attorney 
slightly less than 10 years. In an- 
nouncing the appointment the Gov- 
ernor said he knew Leedy to have 
qualifications which would cause 
him to be classed among the ablest 
judges who had served the State. 

At the beginning of his adminis- 
tartion the Governor offered Leedy 
any appointment at his hands, but 
all then available were political 
jobs and Leedy refused them. The 
Governor repeated the offer when 
the vacancy on the bench occurred 
and Leedy accepted it. 

In choosing a Kansas City law- 
yer when Kansas City already had 
one member of the court, Judge 
Tipton, while St. Louis with about 
60 per cent of the litigation in the 
court, had none, the Governor went 
counter to the general opinion of 
politically-minded Democratic law- 
yers. 

It had been current opinion that 
Supreme Court Commissioner John 
T. Fitzsimmons of St. Louis would 
be named. Fitzsimmons was a can- 
didate for the nomination for 
Judge of the Supreme Court in the 
August primary, and narrowly 
missed nomination. He contested 
with Judges Burney and Tipton, 
who had the indorsement of Boss 
Pendergast of Kansas City. 

Immediately after Judge Bur- 
ney’s death the opinion was gen- 
erally expressed that the Governor 
would welcome the opportunity to 
dispel the political gossip that ‘this 
was-a Kansas City administration” 
and that Fitzsimmons would be 
named. It also was pointed out

Balance Sheet Shows De- 
posits Fell From $1,762,- 
641 to $1,412,931 in 
About Month. 


A shrinkage of $349,710 in de- 
posits of Scruggs- Vandervoort - 
Barney Bank within about a month 
before it was closed by its direc- 
tors because of heavy withdrawals 


is shown in a balance sheet filed 


with the Recorder of Deeds yes- 
terday by Fern E. Willard, a State 
bank examiner. 

Willard’s figures, taken from the 
books after the bank was closed, 
Jan. 14, shows deposits totaling $1,- 
412,931. In the bank’s published 
statement for Dec. 10 deposits to- 
taled $1,762,641. Resources and lia- 
bilities in the December statement 
balanced at $2,507,530, and in Wil- 
lard’s statement, at $2,345,435. 

The bank examiner’s report in- 
cludes an inventory of resources, 
and lists, but does not describe as 
fully, the liabilities. In his report 
loans and discounts are shown as 
$967,407, of which $127,000 repre- 
sents loans to the Buder family, or 
companies in which they are inter- 
ested. There are six of these loans, 
each secured by stock and bond 
collateral. They were made be- 
tween Oct. 1 last and Jan. 4. G. 
A. Buder Jr. was a director of the 
bank. 


Loans to Store Officers. 


In addition there were about 20 
loans secured by stock of Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney Dry Geods Co., 
the department store which owned 
the bank, Largest of these were 
$15,000 to Joseph S. Laurie, vice- 
president of the store; $13,300 to 
Frank P. Ford, vice-president of the 
store; $5000 to Raymond M. Cham- 
berlin, buyer in the men’s clothing 
department; $1500 to George Klages, 
buyer for the book department, and 
$1000 to W. T. Snider, a director of 
the bank and credit manager of the 
store. 

Three of the loans to the Buder 
interests were made last Oct. 1. On 
that day G. A. Buder borrowed $20,- 
000; G. A. Buder Jr., $25,000, and

NEW YORK Z00 RATTLESNAKE 
DIES AFTER AN OPERATION 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—A rattle 
snake named Bum, from whom 
Bronx Zoo officials learned that you 
can’t tell how old a rattler is by the 
number of his rattles, died today af- 
ter an operation for a growth by 
Dr. Raymond Ditmars, curator of 
the Zoo. 

“Bum was born right under our 
noses,” Dr. Ditmars said after the 
snake’s death, “and we know his 
age to the minute. He was two 
years and one month old when he 
died. Yet he had grown 10 rattles 
and if we accepted the old belief 
that woukd have made him 10 
years old.” - 

Dr. Ditmars said that Bum shed. 
his skin five times a year and 
grew a new rattle with each shed- 
ding. We would not draw any gen- 
eral conclusions as to rattle snakes, 
however, from the way Bum acted. 
“Bum was freakish in many re- 
spects,” he said, “and the speedy 
growth of rattles might be a freak, 
too.” 

The snake was called Bum be- 
cause it was so widely traveled, 
having been flown across the con- 
tinent several times in connection 
with lecture work and having once 
been taken to Baltimore in a sleep- 
ing car berth. 


$1,000,000 ALIENATION 
SUIT AGAINST WIDOW 


Mrs. Grace Willett of Chicago 
Names Mrs. Grace Cave 
Hall in Action. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—Mrs. Grace 
Williamson Willett, socially promi- 
nent, filed a $1,000,000 damage suit 
alleging alienation of her husband’s 
affections, today against Mrs. Mary 
Cave Hall, a widow. 

Howard L. Willett, president of a 


teaming company, who moved to 
one of his clubs several days ago, 
said Mrs. Hall was “an old friend 
of the family,” that the suit was 
“silly” and “nothing would come 
of it.” His wife of 25 years, a 
hostess to society, lecturer on gar- 
dening and once president of the 
Drama League here, was brief in 
the declaration of the suit but said 
later: 

“I don’t think $1,000,000 is too 
much to ask for the loss of affec- 
tions of a husband like mine,” she 
said when reached in her 10-room 
apartment overlooking Lincoln 
Park, “Ours was no ordinary mar- 
riage but one founded on a com- 
plete community of interests and 
tastes—the drama, poetry, things 
like that.” . 

One-Page Petition. 

The bill, one page long, recited 
merely that “the defendant, con- 
triving and wickedly intending to 
injure the plaintiff and to deprive 
her of the society and assistance of 
her husband, on the first day of 
March, 1931, and on divers other 
days between that time and com- 
mencement of this suit did malic- 
iously destroy and alienate” his af- 
fections. 

Mrs. Hall is 41, the widow of 
David White Hall, whose father 
founded the Addressograph Co. Hall 
was secretary-treasurer of the firm 
until 1927 when he sold out and 
resigned. He died in June, 1931. 
She has two children, Beatrice, 16, 
and William Jr., 14.

Willett Defendant in Suit. 

Willett, who is 48, is defendant 
in a suit brought by ms Mar- 
garet W. Willett, second wife of his 
late brother, charging both men 
with defrauding her of her share 
in Walter Willett’s estate. At the 
time she and Willett were divorced 
in 1921, her suit said, the brothers 
told her they were impoverished.

Key to Detonation 
Of Auto Motor Fuel 


Reported Discovered 
A key to the problem of why 
some gasolines detonate and some 


do not has been found by the De- 
troit research laboratories of the 
Ethyl Gasoline Corporation, joint- 
ly owned by the General Motors 
Corporation and the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. 

Fuels which oxidize more read- 
ily also are those which show the 
greatest tendency to detonate in 
the engine, Dr. George Calingaert, 
‘director of chemical research, re- 
ports. 

“When a fuel is mixed with air 
and the mixture is heated up slow- 
ly,” he explains, “long before any 
explosion occurs the fuel is slowly 
oxidizing. By carrying out this 
reaction under controlled condi- 
tions, it is possible to study step 
by step the various products which 
are formed. A considerable differ- 
ence is observed between the rate 
of oxidation of fuels of different 
chemical structure.” 

A similar investigation, wich 
was carried out on the «ing 
tendency of gasolines, also is de- 
scribed by Dr. Calingaert. 

“Pure compounds,” he says, “were 
added to stable gasoline and the 
amount of gum formed was studied 
over a period of several months.”

The motorist would be com- 
pensated for an increased cost of a 
cent or two by better pick-up and 
elimination of knock. A bushel of 
10-cent corn will make from 2.5 to 
2.8 gallons of ethyl alcohol at a 
cost of about 14 cents a gallon.

H. C. Merry, 3920 Lindell boule- 
vard, shock absorber and riding 
comfort specialist, declares that 
hydraulic shock absorbers are the 
mechanism most neglected by mo- 
torists, causing unnecessary me- 
chanical expense -nd loss of proper 
ride control, by the use of fluids 


not designed by the shock absorber 
manufacturers. 

“It is common for us to find all 
sorts of improper liquids in shock 
absorbers brought in for repairs, 
from kerosene to castor oil,” says 
Merry, “even motor oil. Since the 
hydraulic shock absorber works on 
the principle that necessitates small 
orfices, it is most important that 
fluids of the proper consistency be 
used. 

“Hydraulic shock absorbers build 
up enormous resistances, which 
cause a strain on the mechanical 
parts, such as vane shafts of some 
types and pistons in other types. 
Connecting links and arms are 
often broken. 

“When too light a fluid is used, 
such as alcohol, kerosene or even 
light motor oil, it passes through 
these small orfices too quickly, 
making the shock absorbers inef- 
fective and permitting the car to 
recoil to such an extent as often to 
cause broken springs and destroy 
the riding comfort built in by the 
manufacturer. 

“The manufacturers of hydraulic 
shock absorbers go to considerable 
pains and many months of experi- 
menting under all sorts of tempera- 
tures to select the proper type of 
fluid for a. particular shock ab- 
.sorber. So it is important that 
évery owner of a motor car see 
that whoever services the shock 
absorbers on his car uses fluid rec- 
ommended by. the manufacturer.

ion of Mrs. Sarah Pearson, of this 
city, who lived on the farm ‘adjoin- 
ing Thomas Lincoln’s place in Tlli- 
nois. ‘ 

“Abe was too lazy to split raiis 
and told me himself once that he 
never split more than a dozen in 
his life,” says Mrs. Pearson. 

“Instead of splitting rails, he was 
more likely to slip away frem the 
woods and go to the house to read. 
He was nothing but .a_ bother 
around the house where everybody 
was expected to work. His father 
finally gave up trying to make him 
work, and sent him to town to work 
for a lawyer so he could study. 

Mrs. Pearson draws most of her 
Lincoln lore from her father, 
James Warner, for she was only a 
sMmai: sirl when Lincoln was Presi- 
dent. 

The Lincoln family was no poor- 
er than “other folks,” she says. 
Thomas Lincoln had a yoke of oxen, 
a few cows, some sheep and hogs, 
and in general was as well sup- 
plied with this world’s goods as 
most other settlers. And as for 
food, they had “more to eat than 
many folks today,” because gamie 
was plentiful, she says. 
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THEF USED OAHD SEAL 
AFTER STEALNG BONDS 


Youth Broke .in Capitol to 
Validate $230,000 Issue 
He Took at Printer’s. 


By the Associated Press. 
OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 11—Ray 
Winger, 19 years old, of Boise, Ida., 
arrested late today as he attempted 
to sell an Idaho State bond to a 
brokerhage* house, confessed he 
stole a newly printed bond issue of 
$230,000 from a Boise printing com- 
pany, police announced tonight. 

Winger at first told police the 
bonds were stolen by two men who 
gave them to him for safekeeping 
but later police said, under lengthy 
cross-examination he confessed en- 
gineering the theft without help. 

He said, according to police, he 
took the bonds, which had just 
been printed, from the Sims & York 
Printing Co., nine weeks ago in 
Boise. They lacked validating sig- 
natures—and the great seal of 
Idaho. 

He related, police said, he soon 
afterward obtained samples of the 
signatures of Gov. C. Ben Ross, 
Secretary of State Fred E. Lukens 
and State Treasurer George Bar- 
rett and practiced copying them. 
When he considered his copy of 
the signatures’ satisfactory, he 
signed the bonds, Winger admitted, 
officers said. 

To demonstrate his ability to write 
the signature, police said he signed 


on blank paper while. detectives 
watched him carefully. .~ 
Obtaining Great Seal. 


Winger. said he. then set out to, 


obtain the great seal of the State. 
He told police he went to the State 
House in Boise early one morning 
after careful study of the layout 
of the building, and as the door of 
the Secretary of State’s office was 
opened slipped in, unobserved. 

Before the office staff came to 
work, he said he had succeeded in 
stamping all the bonds with the 
great seal. ' 

Winger said he left Boise Tues- 
day by bus and reached Omaha to- 
day. He was.short of money, his 
confession felatéd, and décided to 
sell. one bond. The brokerage 
house to Which he offered the 
bond, for $5000, told him there 
would be some delay and asked him 
to call later. 

Officiais of the firm wired Boise 
and received answer from Assist- 
ant Attorney-General B. W. Clark 
saying the bonds were stolen. 


Baggage Check Under Foot. 


Police were called and detectives 
were dispatched to the brokerage 
house to wait for the youth. He 
failed to appear but late in the 
day telephoned the company and 
asked that the money be brought 
to him at a hotel. 

Detectives hurried to the hotel 
and arrested him without resist- 
ance. Winger told the detectives 
he had been given the bonds by 
two men he met at the Idaho State 
House, he said he had no more and 
a search of his room revealed 
nothing. 

At police headquarters, police 
stripped Winger in search for more 
but uncovered nothing. Detective 


'Captain Fritz Franks, however, no- 


and found he was standing on 4 
baggage check. 

Police took the check to a bus 
station and in return received @ 
package containing $225,000 worth 
of the bonds.

It seems he was desperately in 
love with a young lady by the 
name of Leticia, daughter of an 
Englishman in the city of Iquitos.

Fate decreed that the founder 
of Leticia go at once to Lima to 
report to his Government concern- 
ing his activities. His trip re- 
quired several months and when 
he returned to his post at Iquitos 
his beloved had sailed away as the 
bride of an Englishman. 


Transfer Made in 1922. 

In 1922 Colombia concluded a 
treaty with the Dictator Leguia, 
then in power in Peru, for a nar- 
row corridor extending along the 
western border of Brazil and lying 
between the Putumayo and the 
Amazon Rivers. In the southeast- 
ern corner of this rectangular 
piece of territory is the town of 
Leticia, the name since applied to 
the entire territory involved in 
the treaty. 

In return for Leticia Peru was 
to receive a certain strip of land 
farther eastward lying along the 
right bank. of the Putumayo Riv- 
er. Incidentally, a part of the 
Putumayo country has been 
claimed by the Republic of Ecua- 
a 

The territory of Leticia, accord- 
ing to the Colombian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has a popula- 
tion of 1604. Of these 1000 are

‘Landowner Promoted Seizure. 

The largest private landowners 
in Leticia are Peruvians. Chief 
proprietor 
of a sugar cane hacienda called 
Victoria. Vigil had never been 
happy under the jurisdiction of 
Colombia. He tried several times 
to induce the Colombia Govern- 
ment to purchase his property. 
But he asked a fabulous sum and 
his offers had been flatly rejected. 

Disappointed over these refus- 
als to accept his terms he institut- 
ed against Colombia a powerful 
campaign of propaganda up and 
down the river and particularly in 
the city of Iquitos. 

On the night of September—

Peru’s Version of It. 


Confused political factions were 
drawn together and solidified on 
the question of Leticia and the 
Government placed itself unflinch- 
ingly at the head of the move- 
ment. 

Although admitting it was tech- 
nically and legally wrong, the 
Peruvian Government felt there 
were strong moral grounds for the 
movement. ‘"t was the cruel hand 
of the dic.ator that separated Leti- 
cia from the motherland, and their 
brave brothers who threw off the 
yoke of the stranger must not be 
summarily condemned. The en- 
tire matter must be arbitrated be- 
fore an impartia!] tribunal. So 
ran opinion in the press and 
among the public. 

But President Olaya Herrera of 
Colombia, made it known there 
was nothing to arbitrate. Colom- 
bia intended to re-establish sover- 
eignty in her own territory. 


War Spirit Runs High. 

Peru intimated that if Colom- 
bia sent troops and fighting forces

Colombia replied that the bur- 
den of peace or war rested with 
Peru. If Colombian forces sent 
as policemen to restore order on 
her own soil were attacked, war 
would be inevitable.

dared to try to oppose it. 

A prominent Colombian citizen 
said to me: 

“I believe a war would be a 
good thing for this country. We 
have not had one for a long time. 
There has been no revolution in 
more than 30 years. Our man- 
hood is becoming soft, Our young 
men have less stamina than their 
fathers. A war would give them 
hardships, make them stronger, 
more patriotic. suey would love 
their country more.’ 

And, of course, if it caltes a war 
with Colombia to keep the Peru- 
vians united and the present Gov- 
ernment in power, there will be 
little effort upon the part of San- 
chez Cerro and his followers to 
alter their stand, even if they 
could.

Concerning the gasoline taxes, 
the report states: “If gasoline is 
classed as a necessity, as undoubt- 
edly it must be in many cases, then 
the tax burden is unprecedentedly 
high for a necessity. The only way 
to justify the high State and local 
levies is on the principle of ‘bene- 
fits received,’ since in most cases 
the receipts from the gasoline tax 
are applied to the construction of 
roads, In a similar way, the only 
justification for the Federal Gov- 
ernment entering this field is be-: 
cause of its liberal appropriation 
for roads, which at the present time 
exceeds its receipts from the gaso- 
line tax.” 


Cigarette Smokers’ Tax Runs as 
High as $40 a Year. 

Illustrating the tax burden on 
cigarettes, the report shows that a 
person consuming one 15-cent pack- 
age of cigarettes a day pays a total 
annual tax of $40.15 in Arkansas, 
$36.50 in Tennessee, $32.85 in North 
Dakota, South Carolina, South Da- 
kota and Texas, and $29.20 in Kan-/| © 
sas, Ohio and Utah. 

In the case of electrical energy 
taxes, the duplication may result in 
a rate as high as 8 per cent. 

Estate taxes are on a different 
footing from the other duplicated 
taxes. In this field, under the 80 
per cent credit system, the Federal 
Government in effect acts for both 
itself and the states in collecting 
the tax, and allows the states an 
amount up to 80 per cent of the 


| Federal tax. There is no double 


taxation, in the ordinary sense, if 
the State does not impose death 
duties in excess of 80 per cent of 
the Federal taxes. 

Figures are given to show the ex- 
tent to which the tax system of the 
Federal Government has been revo- 
lutionized in the last 20 years. In 
1913, its grand total revenue from 
all sources was $724,000,000, of which 
85 per cent was derived from cus- 
toms, liquor and tobacco taxes 
and only 15 per cent from all 
other sources. In 1933, the grand 


‘total revenue is estimated at $3,- 


126,000,000, with 23 per cent coming 
from customs, liquor and tobacco 
taxes and 77 per cent from income, 
estate, special sales taxes and other 
sources. 

State Taxes up 127 Per cent 

Between 1922 and 1931. 

State taxes are estimated to have 
increased 127 per cent, or more 
than doubled, in the nine years 
from 1922 to 1931. County taxes

“The per capita increase in the 
general property : tax of 36 per 

cent,” says the report, “is the most 
significant of the above figures, for 
this increase is more than sufficient 
to account for the total increased 
burden.” 

Federal expenditures increased 
from $725,000,000 in 1913 to nearly 
seven times that amount, or $5,007,- 
000,000, in 1932. For the fiscal year 
1933 it appears that they will be 
not less than $3,957,000,000. 

Wars Past or Anticipated 

Heaviest Item of Expense. 

“In connection with the govern- 
mental expenditures for 1932,” the 
report comments, “one fact stands 
out; that is, that the principal part 
of our governmental expenditures 
is due to past wars or to the prep- 
aration for future wars. Indeed, 
out of total expenditures in 1932, 
not less than 55 per cent is due di- 
rectly to war. 

“In studying the expenditures of 
the Federal Government, it will be 
found that many items, such as in- 
terest, are irreducible. This makes 
it difficult to cut governmental ex- 
penditures to the extent which has 

often been advocated.” 

State expenditures increased from 
$1,280,319,734 in 1922 to $2,290,270,- 
059 in 1930. 

Special attention is directed by 
the report to “the enormous in- 
crease in expenditures for high- 
ways and for education.” For high- 
ways the expenditures grew from 
$349,816,178 to $886,514,579; for edu- 
cation, from $356,956,455 to $598,058,- 
080. These two items alone account- 


are estimated to have increased 28|ed for the greater part of the total 


increase in State expenditures. 
Taxes at Record Peak, but 

Still Behind Expenditures. 

Certain “obvious conclusions” are 
set out in the report, among them 
being: 

“1. There is no legal bar to dou- 
ble taxation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the states of the same 
subjects. 

“2. No plan has been devised un- 
der which the Federal Government 
can secure consistency or uniform- 
ity in State taxation by direct legis- 
lation. 

“3. A desirable and comprehen- 
sive plan for making our taxing 
system more equitable, more pro- 
ductive and less complicated can 
only be arrived at by sincere co- 
operation between our Government 
officials, our legislators, our econ- 
omists and the public.” 

In any plan for improvement of 
the tax system, the report says, first 
consideration should be given to 
easing the burden of the general 
property tax, which can no longer 
be said to be levied in accordance 
with either the principle of “ability 
to pay” or the principle of “benefit 
received.” 

Though no definite conclusion is 
expressed as to double taxation, 
the réport emphasizes that “serious 
duplication does exist and does re- 
quire early attention.” 

Finally, from the data on govern- 
mental expenditures and revénue, 
these conclusions are drawn: 

“1. The present tax burden is 
greater and the present rates high- 
er than at any time during the las 
decade, but in spite of this taxes 
are insufficient to meet expendi- 
tures. 

“2. Expenditures of our govern- 
ments have increased to such a 
point as obviously to make it neces- 
sary for them to undertake a com- 
prehensive plan for the reduction 


of expenditures.”

Several airplanes 
have been imported. 

She is training thousands of re- 
cruits and has dispatched several 
improvised gunboats and hundreds 
of soldiers by way of the Amazon 
River to the seat of trouble.

MONEY SHORTAGE 


‘Gold Monetary Reserves In- 


creasec Since 1913 From 
5 to 12 Billion, He De- 


clares. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 11.— 


Secretary of the Treasury Ogden J. 
Mills, in a speech read here tonight 
before the Young Republicans of 


Missouri, declared there is no ac- 
tual dearth of money, opposed in- 


flation of the currency, and attrib- 
uted current economic stress to 
“uncertainty and lack of confi- 
dence.” 

The Secretary’s speech was read 
by John Jay Hopkins, special as- 
sistant to Mills, who was unable 
to leave Washington. 

In a summary of his views, as 
expressed in the prepared address, 
Secretary Mills said: 

“I believe that a balanced budget 
at home; reduced costs of Govern- 
ment; the orderly adjustment of 
debts; the stabilization of curren- 
cies and exchanges; an easy money 
policy on the part of the central 
banks; the gradual removal of ex- 
change restrictions restoring the 
free flow of international credit; 
and the elimination of arbitrary 
and abnormal trade barriers. 
would, if combined into a general 
economic program, so free latent 
and powerful forces as at once to 
stimulate on a world-wide scale 
business revival and price  recov- 
ery, and that this time the for- 
ward movement would not be tem- 
porary and short-lived, but perma- 
nent and progressive.” 

Discussing a cure he said was 


widely advocated, “Government 
manipulation of our currency and 
monetary sy to bring about 
what is commonly known as in- 
flation,” Secrétary Mills wrote: 
“They start with the unwarrant- 
ed assumption that the supply of 
gold and money both in the world 
and in the United States is inade- 
quate to support a satisfactory 
price level. As far as the world is 
concerned, since 1913, the world's 
monetary gold reserves have in- 
creased from nearly five billion to 
about 12 billion, or nearly 150 per 
cent; while the production of basic 
commodities at the highest point 
of 1929 was nearly one-third larger 
than in 1913.” 

“As far as this country is con- 
cerned,” he continued, “as com- 
pared with 1929, our gold stock has 
increased, our bank reserves have 
increased and currency has _in- 
creased. The present difficulty 
arises from inability to put to work 
our ample monetary reserves. 

Lack of Confidence. 

“Credit cannot be brought into 
active use by brute force. The in- 
creased employment of credit de- 
pends upon an expansion of busi- 
ness activity, that is, the buying 
and selling of commodities, em- 
ployment of labor and the accel- 
eration of all the manifold econom- 
ic activities that form part of the 
modern ecnomic mechanism... . 
What is holding us back is uncer- 
tainty and lack of confidence.” 

Explaining the workings of in- 
flation Mills described what he 
said would happen if the gold con- 
tent of the dollar was cut in two, 
as had been advocated in some 
quarters. 

“The theory,” he said, “is that the 
American farmer who now sells a 
bushel of wheat in Liverpool for 
about three shillings, which he now 
converts into about 50 cents a 
bushel, would, if the gold value of 
the dollar were cut in half, receive 
a dollar a bushel; and since the 
world price largely determines the 
domestic price of wheat, the price 
of wheat at home would rise to one 
dollar. 

Theory and Fact. 

“It is assumed that the world 
price level would remain constant. 
This is where theory and fact part 
company. If next Monday morning 


the American farmer found that he 
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could get one dollar for his wheat 
in Liverpool, you can rest assured 
that every vessel leaving the United 
States would be loaded with wheat. 
‘“The price at Liverpool would 
break. This is so certain that it 
would have broken before even an 


extra bushel from the United 
States reached that market. It is 
impossible to say where the price 
of wheat would ultimately settle, 
but certainly far under, a dollar, 
and probably not far above pres~- 
ent prices.”

Speaks at 27th Ward Meeting; 
Clubs Being Formed in 
All Districts. 


President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, addressing Republi- 
cans of the Twenty-seventh Ward 
last night in behalf of his can- 
didacy for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Mayor, advocated a “more 
equitable” system of assessing tax- 
es.

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The Business Men’s Association of 
South St. Louis has begun a vigor- 
ous campaign to get additional in- 
dustries to locate in that section of 
the city, according to A. F. Versen, 
managing director of the associa- 
tion. Among the advantages of the 
South Side it is citing the abund- 
ance of skilled and unskilled labor 
there, and ample transportation fa- 
cilities for the assembly of raw ma- 
terials and distribution of finished 
products, 

Three inquiries foravailable fac- 
tory sites in South St. Louis were 
received by the association within 
the past week. Whether they may 
be attributed to the prospect of 
early legalization of beer is not 
apparent. 

A year ago the activities of the 
Business Men’s Association of South 
St. Louis were considerably en- 
larged and plans for this year are 
even more extensive. The associa- 
tion has a completely organized in- 
dustrial development department, 
which is prepared to compile all 
necessary data as to sources of raw 
material, markets for finished 
products, switching or road haul 
transportation costs, labor and liv- 
ing conditions, taxes, fuel, electric 
power, gas, water rates and avail- 
able factory sites, improved and 
unimproved. During the past year a 
survey was made in _ anticipation 


of demand for industrial sites be- 
cause of the trend of manufactur- 
ers remote from markets to seek 
a more central location.

STATES CONSIDER 
BANKING LAW REUIION 


Status of Legislation Before 
Legislatures, to Protect 
Depositors. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO.—Revision of the benk:' 
ing laws is engrossing the attention 
of many State legislatures. Follow- 
ing is the status of legislation: 

Massachusetts: Bills in Assembly 
would prohibit control of invest- 
ment companies by banks and pre- 
vent dove-tailed directorates. 


Ohio: Proposals would recodify 
bank laws; invest superintendent of 
banks with wider regulatory pow- 
ers. 

Illinois: Two bills in committee, 
one compelling banks to have 10 
per cent of capital and surplus in 
state or Federal obligations, de- 
| posited with State Auditor, the 
other authorizing every officer, 
board, commissioner, department, 
institution or agency depositing 
money to demand bond or securi- 
ties satisfactory to him from bank 
for such period as deposit remains. 

Minnesota: Assembly passed bill 
to authorize State Banking Com- 
missioner to pledge assets of closed 
banks in obtaining Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation funds. The 
Governor vetoed a bill permitting 
State banks to declare moratoriums 
up to 15 days under supervision of 
State Commissioner, but only on 
the ground that it set no definite 
date for the termination. 

Wisconsin: Awaiting Gov. 
Schmedeman’s action are bills em- 
bodying his program of banking 
regulation, providing wider latitude 
for banks to declare moratoriums 
for pteserving assets and avoiding 
liquidations. | 

Iowa: Law enacted permitting 
State Superintendent of Banking 
Department to take over State 
banks without placing them in re- 
ceivership. 

Nebraska: Assembly passed as 
emergency measure a law allowing 
limited operation of weak banks 
under State supervision. 

Missouri: Bill pending in Senate 
legalizing bank moratoriums; au- 
thorizes bank officials to suspend 
check payments for six banking 
days in succession when unusual 
withdrawals being made. 

Oklahoma: Bill introduced re- 
quiring State banks to guarantee 
deposits with surety bonds amount- 
ing to one-half of the daily deposits 
of the preceding year. 

Kansas: Sent to Governor, a bill 
authorizing receivers of insolvent 
banks to pledge the banks’ assets 
as security for benefit of depositors 
only. 

Washington: A new banking code, 
administration-sponsored, and 
modeled in some respects on the 
Glass banking bill, is before the 
Legislature. 

New York: Gov. Lehman has un- 
der consideration a request of a 
delegation of depositors of the 
Bank of United States in New York 
City for legislation whereby the 
State would fully protect deposi- 
tors against losses in the event of 
bank failures.

Grand Teton and Yellowstone Na- 
tional Parks in Wyoming was au- 
thorized today by the Senate, 


The inquiry would cover the con- 
nection of the following organiza- 
tions, all in Wyoming, with the pro- 
posed expansion of the parks: 
Snake River Land Co., Teton In- 
vestment Co., Teton Hotel Co., Te- 
ton Transportation Co. and the 
Jackson Lake Lodge Co. 

Senators Carey (Rep.) and Ken- 
drick (Dem.), both of Wyoming, 
sponsors of the resolution that was 

adopted without a record vote, 
have charged the Park Service and 
these companies are seeking to 
drive settlers out of the Jacksons 
Hole country in Wyoming so it can 
be added to one of the parks. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr., the two 
Senators contend, owns the Snake 
River Land Co. and has been in- 
strumental in efforts to keep the 
area clear so it could be added to 
the National Park system. 

Wyoming opponents of the pro- 
posed inclusion of the Jackson's 
Hole country in the parks, contend 
it would take away too much land 
from taxation.

The St. Louis League of Incore 
porated Building and Loan Asso< 
ciations, meeting at Hotel Len« 
nox, last week, indorsed House bill 
156, an act to enable Missourf

The bill, now in the hands of thd 
House Building and Loan Commit< 
tee, also has the indorsement of 
the Missouri State League of 
Building and Loan Associations, 
Under present laws, building and 
loan associations cannot  partici< 
pate fully in the Home Loan Bank 
operations. 

Representatives of aeveral 
Louis associations announced that 
their applications for memberships 
in the Home Loan Bank have been 
tentatively approved. A. G. Kueh- 
ner, president of the St. Louis 
League, said that 27 states now 
allow their associations to partici< 
pate in the Home Loan Bank ad< 
vances. 

“Thirteen of these states were 
in the same position as Missouri, 
and had to pass enabling legisla- 
tion since the bank was created,” 
Kuehner said. “No serious objec- 
tions were voiced in any of these 
states, and the passage ef the 
enabling acts was merely a for- 
mality. In three other states one 
branch of the Legislature has 
passed similar enabling acts.” 

The 13 states that have passed 
enabling acts, Kuehner said, were 
Arkansas, New Jersey, Michigan, 
Illinois, Texas, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Wiscon- 
sin,, Ohio, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. Kansas and California re- 
cently passed enabling legislation 
which is awating the signature of 
the Governors, while similar legis- 
lation has passed one branch of the 
Legislature in North Carolina, 
Montana and Oklahoma.

Ed Wynn Plans 
Third Chain on 
Country-Wide Basis. 

By MARTIN CODEL. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Out of 
the crop of rumors and plans of 
the last few years for new radio 
chains has emerged a “third net- 
work” project to fuse several of 
these old enterprises with the re- 
ported backing of a group of un- 
named Detroit millionaires. 

At the helm of this ambitious un- 
dertaking is Ed Wynn, who has 
skyrocketed to radio fame with his 
“Fire Chief” buffoonery and several] 
months ago became a radio impre- 
sario through organizing Amalga- 
mated Broadcasting System, Inc., 
New York. It is this organization, 
of which Wynn is president, which 
would become the head of the new 
network. The original plan was to 
begin operations sometime in Feb- 
ruary, but no definite date has 
been announced. j 

Detailed plans for the enterprise, 
which is designed to compete with 
the National Broadcasting Co. and 
Columbia Broadcasting « System, 
were divulged in a _ letter from 
George W. Trendle, president of 
Station WXYZ, Detroit, to a num- 
ber of stations. 

Included in the project, which 
would introduce a departure in net- 
work broadcasting in both enter- 
tainment and business relations 
with affiliated stations, are the old 
plans of Wynn’s Amalgamated 
group in the East, the WXYZ net- 
work in Michigan which has be- 
gun operation, and one or two oth- 
er schemes which never developed 
beyond the paper stage. Each sec- 
tion of the country woyld have its 
own independent regional chain, 
tied into the nation-wide network 
under the Amalgamated fold. 

Wynn is understood to plan to 
act as master of ceremonies prac- 
tically all evening. At “station 
breaks,” when the call letter an- 
nouncements were made, he would 
inject some of his comedy to keep 
up listener interest. The comedian 
also is said to have associated with 
him many theatrical men of note, 
as well as perhaps a dozen story 
writers. 

The “Detroit millionaires,” al- 
though not named in the Trendle 
letter, were said by the broadcas- 
ter to be in position to help ma- 
terially in getting sponsored com- 
mercial programs for the network. 
He described them as beinge“very 
close to the Ford Motor Co., Bur- 
roughs Adding Machine Co., Briggs 
Body Co. Kelvinator Co. and 
Frederick Stearns Co. A former 
theatrical man, Trendle himself is 
reputed to be a mililonaire. In 1929 
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L. A. Downs, president of the IIli-

Cheyenne, Wyoming, tells as follows of her work: 

“If you start out to fly from Chicago to San Francisco on United 
Air Lines, you'll be taxied out to the municipal airport to board a 
multi-motored plane—one leaves in the afternoon and another after 
midnight. Your baggage is checked, your tickets are confirmed 
and someone an: 
nounces: ‘All aboard! 

Westbound United 
plane now leaving for 
Omaha, Cheyenne, 
Salt Lake City and all 
Pacific Coast points!’ 

“So you walk out 
on the airport and get 
in the plane. You'll 
find me or one of my 
sister  stewardesses 
standing just inside 
the doorway, and if 
you're not expecting 
to see me, you'll prob- 
ablv find your eyes 
widening a bit—at 
least, most of the 
‘first trippers, as we 
call people making 
their first air trips, are 
surprised at the idea 
of a girl ‘conductor 
on an air liner. 

“T'll see that you 
are seated in the prop- 
er chair- and that 
your hat and wraps 
are stowed out of your 
way. Some of

seats will be occupied by persons who have already flown to Chicago 
from New York on their aerial way to the Pacific. Before you know 
it our big Boeing multi-motored plane speeds down the runway and 
climbs into the air, and by the time you're comfortably settled in your 
chair, Chicago is well behind us and we're off on our 24-hour journey 
—your journey, to be 
exact, because I'll leave 
you at Cheyenne, the 
western end of my 
particular division. 
“If you're riding 
the Coast-to-Coast Lim- 
ited—that's the plane 
leaving in the evening 
for the Pacific Coast—- 
you'll be several thou- 
sand feet over the 
corn fields of lowa 
about the time the sun 
is getting close to the 
horizon ahead of us, 
and you'll be ready for 
your first meal aloft. 
Sometimes I think 
that’s the most im- 
portant part of my 
job—serving meals in 
the plane — because 
everyone seems to de- 
velop a pretty hefty 
appetite while flying.

if it's warmish weather (at 5000 feet or so it's comfortably 
cool even when it’s sweltering down below)—and cake and 
fruits in season. 

“We'll be west of Des Moines before you've lit your after- 
dinner cigarette and settled back to watch the lights of small 
towns and the powerful beacons along the airways beginning to 
wink on in the dusk below, although it will be rather light 
yet up where we are. 

“By the time we've left Omaha, I'll turn on the reading 
lamp by your chair and offer you a selection of current 
magazines. Then you'll probably become absorbed in read: 
ing and forget where you are; the plane rides very smoothly 
at night. 

“You may have some questions to ask, and you'll find 
it hard to catch me without the right answers. And that's 
another important part of my job; I have to know my geog: 
raphy, my airplanes and my airways, because many passengers 
want to ask about something or other. At the very start of 
the trip Ill give you a long, narrow, colored map of the air- 
way with all tqawns and points of interest marked with the 
exact time we should pass over them. With the ‘air log’ and 
your watch, youll always know just where the plane is during 
its fast flight across Western America. 

“Soon after we leave Lincoln, the capital of Nebraska. 
about 10 o'clock, or less than six hours after leaving Chicago, 
youll probably cover up a yawn or so, and that’s my 
cue to convert the cabin of the air liner into an aerial 
Pullman. I'll twist a gadget on your chair and adjust the 
back of it to a reclining position. Then I'll make your com- 
fortable with pillows, and because it does get a bit chilly 
above the Western plains at might, I'll tuck a blanket over 
you. You'll sleep soundly after I switch off the lights. When 
everyone's asleep, I get a chance to turn ‘conductress’ and 
check over my passenger records to make sure that everything 
is in order. 


be HE transport plane will be landing on Cheyenne s 

municipal airport, a mile high in the Rockies, when you 
awaken at 1:30 o'clock in the morning. Planes are changed 
here, and another eight-ton Boeing multi-motored transport 
will carry you on to the Pacific Coast. 

“At Cheyenne you'll have a pot of coffee and a midnight 
lunch. Then I'll turn you all over to another stewardess and 
you ll take off once more on the trip which will end in San 
Francisco at 1:45 oclock that afternoon.” 

There are some other routine duties, too, such as taking 
charge of the company mail carried on the plane, looking 
after the movable equipment in the passenger section, hand- 
ing out soap and towels, aspirin and chewing gum on need, 
sending telegrams and radio messages for passengers, hand 
ling the first-aid kit. Then the stewardess may have to help 
a mother with a fretful child, talk with a passenger who is 
lonely, try to dissuade another from eating or drinking some- 
thing which may make his air journey uncomfortable, or to 
dispel tactfully the uneasiness of a passenger who is new to 
air travel. There have been a few instances of a stewardess 
recognizing serious illness in a passenger—illness uncon: 
nected with flying—and arranging for him to be landed and 
given prompt medical attention which may have saved his 
life 

In the extremely unlikely event of some disorderly or 
dangerous situation arising in the passenger cabin--—a situa: 
tion with which a woman could not cope—the steward- 
ess can quickly summon aid. Pressing an electric button 
beside her seat will bring the co-pilot hurrying to the 
cabin. As far as the employing companies have ever dis- 
closed, no use of force by the co-pilot has ever been required 
to restore or maimtain peace and order in a passenger 
compartment presided over by one of the woman at- 
tendants. 

The uniform worn by the United Air Lines stewardesses 
consists of a skirt and short double-breasted jacket of green 
covert cloth, and a beret of the same material. On_ the 
breast pocket of her jacket appears the stewardess’ name 
Many passengers would rather use the attendant’s name 
than call her “stewardess” or “young woman.” 

When the United company began using stewardesses in- 
stead of male attendants—usually called couriers—on its 
western line, it regarded the move as an experiment. The 
service was begun with eight girls. The period of uncertain- 
ty didn't last long. Travelers quickly made known their 
approval of the way the well-poised, deft, comely young 
women looked after them on the long plane trips, and soon 
many were insisting on traveling only on the ships which 
had the women attendants. Additional stewardesses were 
put to work, and in about a year the line along the Pacific 
Coast was staffed with them. Extension of the system 
now to the Southwestern division apparently means that the 
stewardess idea definitely has passed the test

and towns along its coast line. A 
shallow sea, ranging from seven to 15 
feet deep, it rolled up in mighty 
waves: before a storm, and year after 
year swept over the dikes and far 
back on the low-lying regions -adja- 
cent. The damage it has wrought is 
incalculable.

There will be no more floods from 
this source. And there will be even- 
tually 550,000 more acres for cultiva- 
tion. A Dutch agricultural expert, 
brought over by the Government from 
Canada to supervise the agricultural 
development of the new province, says 
that in a few years the gray, salty 
land will grow the best wheat in Hol- 
land. 

Of course, the expensive project ap- 
pears at its worst just now because 
agriculture is in the doldrums. When 
the reclamation scheme was begun 13 
years ago farm land was scarce in Hol- 
land and almost any price could be 
demanded for good grain-growing soil.

While it was still under 
construction, Charles G. Gates 
died while on a trip to Wyoming. 
Mrs. Gates, the former Florence 
Hopwood, of Minneapolis, ordered 
its construction completed and its 
furnishings carried out according 
to the plan of her deceased hus- 
band. It was ready for occu- 
pancy in 1914. But Mrs. Gates, 
except for two or three intervals 
of weeks, never lived in the great 
stone palace, with its gleaming 
Botticcini marbles, its doors of 
hand-wrought bronze, its great 
chandeliers of solid alabaster. She 
spent most of her time in the East 
or abroad.

Out to sightseers from cars on 
the lake boulevard, was ten years 
old, a wealthy St. Paul lumber- 
man, Dr. D. F. Brooks, bought 
the property, never intending to 
reside in it.

The taxes are $7000 a _ “year. 
The four furnaces require from 
to four tons of coal a 
day. There is more cubic feet 
of space to be heated than in 
the White House at Washington. 
The ceilings on the first floor are 
14 feet high. Although the man- 
sion has never had a complete 
retinue of servants, 22 are on the 
payroll to keep the building in

condition. There are 65 lights in 
the dining room chandelier alone, 
so lighting is another item of 
considerable expense. An adequate 
staff of servants, it is estimated, 
would cost $230,000 a year. 

And so the great Gates House, 
menument of the spending age, 
is to fall beneath the axe of the 
wrecking crew. The heirs of the 
Brooks estate have so decided and 
the contract has been let. The 
ground will be cleared for home 
sites. 

At present, the building is be- 
ing shown to the public under the 
sponsorship of the Junior League. 
More than 12,000 curious persons 
have walked over its carefully 
covered rugs, up the great marble 
stairway, through the magnificent 
halls. Inquisitive eyes have 
glimpsed the marble baths. Occa- 
sionally, the more venturesome 
have lifted a heavy velvet or bro- 
cade drapery. For the first time 
in its two decades of existence, 
the Gates House is open. There 
are many awed by its grandeur, 
who are protesting to Mayor 
William Anderson of Minneapolis 
that it is sacrilege to raze 
these walls. They make a 
brief for beauty, for art, for 
a rare, and lovely thing. But 
the Mayor says, “If the Gates 
House is to be exempt from taxa- 
tion, other similar pleas will be 
made." At present, although 
overtures have been made by a 
prominent Minneapolis club, there 
is nothing to indicate’ that 
the wrecking company will not 
carry through its task. The fine 
woods, the precious marbles, the 
rare bronzes will go under the 
auctioneer’s hammer.

000 involved in the Gates House 
construction and furnishings was 
actually a trivial sum to its owner, 
Charles G. Gates.

In the days before the City of Washington and the District of Columbia were 
created, Alexandria was the urban center of the valley of the Potomac.

LTHOUGH the house was

type, its physical plant including 
a humiditying and air washing 
system, an artificial ice making 
machine and four large boilers for 
heating.
